SANTA FE BUILDING 
HOSPIT'LINNEEDLES 


As a part of the $5,000,000 develop- 
ment program in Southern California, 
the Santa Fe will erect a hospital at 
Needles during 1923 for the welfare 
of its employes in the desert termin- 
als. 

The hospital, a branch of the Coast 
Lines Hospital Association's institu- 
tion at Los Angeles, will be included 
in the projects authorized for con- 
struction at Needles. Because prac- 
tically the entire population of the 
desert city is dependable on the rail- 
way the hospital will serve the city 
of Needles virtually as a public in- 
stitution. Scattered along the line 
between Needles and Barstow in the 
lonely section houses and stations 
are scores of other employes to be 
aided by the hospital. 

For years Needles employes have 
requested the association's director- 
ate to build a hospital in the desert 
terminal, 14 hours from Los Angeles. 
An emergency hospital, a two-cot ca- 
pacity building, has been maintained 
in the shop yards at Needles, but 
where employes were critically ili the 
distance to the Los Angeles hospital 
has meant life or death in many tn- 
stances. 

The Santa Fe will also erect a 
$705,000 precooling plant at Needles 
during 1923, discrediting reports 
heard during the strike of railway 
shopmen that the railway contem- 
plated the removal of its facilities 
from the city.

The exten- 
sion service is co-operating with the 
Farm Bureau in giving both demon- 
strations. 

Mr. Schoonover arrived this morn- 
ing, and will spend two days in the 
county. Tomorrow morning will be 
spent at the experimental plots 
maintained by the extension service 
in Alta Loma and Cucamonga, where 
various methods of treating frost in- 
jured trees will be noted. 

Frosted Trees Should Not Be Pruned 

After nearly a year’s experiment, 
the present conclusions point to the 
advisability of leaving frost injured 


curred, or at least to prune ‘but, 


sparingly for an entiré year subse- 
quently.

In announcing the demonstrations,

“Following the freeze of last Jan- 
uary, the’ Agriculttral Extension Ser- j 
vice recommended thatthe pruning 
of frost injured citrus trees should 
be delayed for a year or at least un- 
til the full extent of the injury could 
be determined, and the trees were 
well on the road to recovery. 

“Many badly frosted lemon trees 
have been left unpruned and others 
were pruned in the summer. All 
of these trees will require special 
pruning treatment “this spring. The 
idea will be to rebuild the frame- 
work of the tree with healthy wood, 
but to do this gradually ‘so that ,the 
production “will “not be decreased 
during thé period of rebuilding.” 





RATES REDUCED 


Announcement of important reduc- 
tions in freight rates on carload lots 
from Chicago and points west to 
Upland and other ‘California and Pa- 
cifie Coast pofits, was made yes- 
terday by W. R. Dowler, division 
freight agent of the Santa Fe.

Killed either by a blow from a 
bridge timber or stricken with heart 
failure while his train was roaring 
up through Cajon Pass last night, 
body of John M. (Jack) Henderson, 
widely known Union Pacifle engineer, 
was found beneath the bridge at 
Cozy Dell, just south of Cajon sta 
tion, by a searching party of rail 
road men, 

As the train wWas = approaching 
Cajon, Fireman 8. A. Stevens no- 
ticed that his engineer was miss- 
ing. He stopped the train and sum 
moned help, 

After the train--Union Pacifle pas- 
senger train No. 22—-had passed 
Keenbrook, Henderson crawled out 
on the running board to attempt to 
locate the cause of a mechanical 
trouble. The engine was pounding 
hard on the fireman's side. 

May Never Know Circumstances 

Just what happened as Henderson 
clung to the side of the engine as 
it was climbing the heavy grade 
through the wet night, may never 
be known, If his head struck on 
the bridge timber, as he momentar 
ily forget where the train was and 
leaned out to look at the driving 
wheels below, the marks on the 
bridge may be erased by dawn to- 
day, for rain and sleet were falling 
on the bridge late last night. 

In any event Henderson was 
thrown clear of the .bridge and fell 
on the rocks in, the creek bottom 
below. 

There he was found, his body 
wedged between two. great rocks, 
when a searching party, headed by 
Engineer BE, EB. Carter of the Santa 
Fe, reached the spot. 

Stevens, the fireman, when he dis 
covered that his engineer was miss 
ing, stopped the train at Cajon sta. 
tion and sounded the alarm. Other 
railroad men hurried to the scene, 
Henderson had apparently been in- 
stantly killed. His body was car 
ried to the ranger’s station, 

Head Crushed by Blow 

The engineer's head was crushed, 
This could either have been done 
by a blow against the bridge timber 
or from the fall on the rocks be- 
low, ' 

Another theory advanced was that 
Henderson suffered from a heart at 
tack, or that he might have lost his 
balance and fallen without having 
been knocked from the running board 
by the bridge timber.

EVENTY-FIVE years ago this month 
gold was discovered in California. The 

event was pivotal in the history of 

the State. From it dates the western 
pioneer movement which has builded a great 
commonwealth.

They came seeking 
wealth. Gold was the lure. 

But in this adventure some of the best 
blood of the country enlisted itself. A par- 
ticular type of man and woman was moved 
to take the enormous hazards which the trip, 
either overland or around the Horn or across 
the Isthmus of Panama, included. 

The founders of the State, therefore, were 
hearty and robust, of the fiber that takes 
chances, of the character that can endure. 

Into this fundamental base of strong- 
characterized, robust and hearty people suc- 
ceeding yeats have brought a leaven of folk 
whom other considerations than gold and 
wealth have lured here. 

Not many of these pioneers of the late 
forties and the early fifties are still with us. 

Those of them that remain see a great 
empire of rich citiés and towns with all the 
advantages of the most effete civilization 
abounding in them; a vast territory of culti- 
vated lands capable, eventually, of feeding 


many millions more than now derive susten*™ 


ance from them; myriad industries busy 
supplying most of the needs of our people. 

On this anniversary of an event so impor- 
tant in the history of the Pacific West one 
may see the wide romantie valley of the road 
that has been traveled, and the ascending 
path that leads to the heights yet to be 
achieved.

A Refreshing View 


OVERNOR RICHARDSON’S announce- 
ment that he does not propose to inter- 
vene between the convicted and the 
courts in capital cases is less important 

than his re-affirmation of his oath of office 
which accompanies the statement. The Gov- 
ernor emphasizes that he is sworn to uphold 
and enforce the laws, that he cannot nullify 
the law against murder through executive 
clemency without breaking his oath. He 
points out that, ‘“‘if the people desire to 
change the law regarding capital punishment, 
they can do so either through the initiative or 
by legislation.”’ 

If the Governor of California holds faith- 
fully to that logical interpretation of his 
cbligations throughout his incumbency, he will 
have fashioned something entirely new in 
His attitude is refreshing yet 
The Governor’s 


executives. 
it is elementary and simple. 
business is to enforce the laws as he finds 
them when he is entrusted with the symbol 
of executive authority. It is not his province 
to suspend the law because he fails to agree 
with it. His only lawful course is to enforce 
an existing law, and to labor for its repeal 
if he feels that should be done. 

Most of American troubles arise through 
official deviation from the plain course Gover- 
nor Richardson has marked out for himself 
in this instance. Official willingness to set 
aside the law, to suspend its operations in a 
given instance if expediency suggests it, is 
largely responsible for the similar action of 
individuals or groups of individuals, and the 
general public indifference to the situation. 
The executive who picks and chooses among 
the statutes those he means to enforce and 
those he means to ignore gives influential 
warrant to the private citizen who, with jus- 
tice, claims an equal privilege. 

It is impossible to exaggeraté the danger of 
the existing situation. It is impossible for a 
citizen of discernment, with knowledge of 
conditions and the need for remedy, to join 
the complacent host that comforts itself with 
the belief that ‘‘America is sound at heart.’”: 
The smug individual of high respectability is 
equally responsible with the crook for the 
prevailing indifference to the duties of citizen- 
ship—San Bernardino Telegram.

The majority of these new 
plantings are being made in the four 
southern counties, Los Angeles, 
Riverside and. Ventura, al- 
though San Bernardino and Santa 
Barbara counties are also sharing in 
e increase. 

There are several reasons for this 
increasing popularity of the walnut 
industry. In the first place, the 
walnut-growers of the state have 
made excellent profits from their 
crops for a number of years. and all 
indications seem to point to an in- 
definite continuance of these condi- 
tions. The annual returns received 
by the growers have gradually in- 
creased ever since the walnut be- 
came a commercial product of im- 
portance in the state, and there have 
been no excessive fluctuations in the 
market from year to year. The Cali- 
fornia walnut is a staple product in 
the markets of this country, and, like 
so many of our horticultural assets, 
we have a monopoly on its produc- 
tion. The industry is on a firm basis, 
and the California Walnut Growers’ 
Association, handling about 85 or 
90 percent of the crop, is one of 
the strongest of. our co-operative or- 
ganizations. 

Another attractive feature of wal- 
nut culture is the ease with which 
the groves are handled. There is no 
excessive labor connected with them, 
orchard operations are simple, there 
are no serious pests or diseases to 
combat, and the cost of maintenance 
is relatively low compared with other 
deciduous fruits and nuts. The crop 
is different from many of our horti- 
cultural fruits in that it is not per- 
ishable during the harvesting, pack- 
ing and marketing operations. An 
occurrence like the shortage of trans- 
portation facilities experienced dur- 
ing the last few months affects prac- 
tically no loss to the walnut growers. 

There are comparatively few var- 
ieties of walnuts which may be con- 
sidered worthy of commercial cul- 
ture, and in Southern California, 
where 95 percent of the state walnut 
acreage is centered, the new plant- 
ings are practically limited to tw

safely be named as the leading com- 
mercial variety. It is a thrifty, 
fast-growing tree, bears very young, 
and regularly produces very heavy 
crops. The nut is of desirable med- 
ium size, with a smooth, thin shell, 
fairly well sealed. The kernel is of 
good appearance and quality. 

The only advantage that the Eureka 
possesses over the Placentia is the 
slightly increased size and quality of 
the nut and its greater immunity to 
spring frosts, due to its late bloom- 
ing habits. However, these are more 
than offset by the longer time which 
it takes to come into bearing and by 
its lighter and more irregular crops. 
The reputation which this variety has 
held for resistance to blight and sun- 
burn has hardly been borne out in 
the last few years. 

The Ehrhardt is a new variety, 
somewhat similar to the Placentia, 
and is promising in some respects, 
but it has not been tried out suf- 
ficiently to show that it is superior 
to the latter. 

Of course, in the northern walnut 
districts several hardy varieties, in- 
cluding Franquette, Mayette, Payne 
and Concord are planted, but in no 
large quantities. 

All these should, of course, be 
grafted on Northern California Black 
Root, which is by far the best for 
the purpose, and the scion wood 
should have been taken from the 
most productive trees which are true 
to type. 

The chief climatic limitations of 
the walnut are frosts in the spring 
and fall and extreme summer heat. 
Ideal conditions are found through- 
out many parts of Southern Cali- 
fornia with respect to these two fac- 
tors. Favorable soil conditions are 
also very important, and a_ well- 
drained deep silt loam, preferably 
with a fair amount of organic mat- 
ter incorporated in it, is best for 
walnuts. 
or shallow hardpan are absolutely 
detrimental to the success of a wal- 
nut grove. Very light sandy soils or 
very heavy adobe soils should also 
be avoided. A reasonable amount of 
irrigation water must be available. 

With these’ conditions satisfied, 
walnuts are one of the most attract- 
ive and profitable crops that the Cal- 
ifornia planter has to choose from, 
and a good many growers are taking 
advantage of this fact.

Will H. Marsh, new chief of the 
state division of motor vehicles, an- 
nounces an extension of service to 
the automobile owners of the south- 
ern end of the state through the co- 
operation of the Automobile Club of 
Southern California. 

According to the announcement, an 
assignment of 100,000 automobile 
plates will be made to the auto asso- 
ciation, to be handled through its‘ 
main offices in Los Angeles. Plates 
will be issued from the Los Angeles 
office of the club beginning Febru- 
ary 1. This receipt is to be carried 
in the container of the applicant for 
registration in lieu of the regular 
certificate of registration. The inno- 
vation is designed, Marsh said, to re- 
lieve the congestion which has here- 
tofore existed during the renewal per- 
iod in the Los Angeles office of the 
division of motor vehicles. 

It is planned to confine all of the 
branch offices of the motor vehicle 
division to strictly “counter business.” 
Large blocks of registrations accept- 
ed by the branches at Los Angeles, 
San Diego, Oakland, San Francisco 
and Fresno will be forwarded to the 
main office at Sacramento, which 
will be organized for the purpose of 
handling mail registrations. 

Any resident of a city in which a 
branch office of the division is situ- 
ated may forward his old certificate 
and check to the Sacramento office 
for mail service, should he not care 
to stand in line to be served person- 
ally, Marsh said.

5,000,000 CASES — 
OF FRUIT CANNED 


The fruit men and packers of Cali- 





fornia were very much surprised at 
the recent official report of the can- 
ned fruit pack of 1922, being some- 
thing over 15,000,000 cases and break- 
ing the state record by several mil- 
lion cases. It seems to be recogniz- 
ed that as far as high-grade canned 
fruits are concerned there is only a 
very limited quantity. Standards, 
seconds and pie fruit is still quite 
plentiful among the packers. 

The pack of apricots being compar- 
atively, sma, ibecin , douptful if the 
problem: of osing of that pack 
will be.as great as that of peaches, 
especially the free-stones. It is now 
understood why, the. packegs. of.,.North- 
ern California were anxious to raise 
the standard of size for the coming 
year, pe ia nothing smaller than 
2°3-8 inck eachés: and 13 apri- 
cots to the del ot is recognized 
that next year’s pack must be cut 
tailed, especially along the lines of 
low grades, and the only safety as 
far as the farmer is concerned is for 
him to raise better fruit, 

A bogklet issued by the Southern 
California Canners’ Bureau goes in- 
to the matter in detail. It gives the 
exact Specifications as far as _ size 
and quality of fruit is concerned, that 
all the canners throughout California 
will receive this coming year for 
purposes. The booklet is 
entitled ‘The Need For Improvement 
in Quality of Canning Fruits.” We 
urge every grower to secure one of 
these booklets (which are free of 
charge) because it is full of very 
valuahle information and explanatory 
of the problems of the packers as 
well as the growers in the selling 
of the products, which are packed in- 
to cans. 

The book will show the farmer that 
a co-operative spirit along the line of 
growing and packing better fruit is 
a matter which will have to be en- 
tered into by the farmers and pack- 
ers alike.

The manufacture of orange marmalade 
was the first venture which George Gris- 
wold tried when he started his little busi-, 
ness a dozen years ago in ‘Claremont. 
He made such good marmalade and 
packed it in glass jars so that it caught 
the light and held it with such rich 
clearness of rosy tone, that he hed no 
trouble in selling, his wares. 

It was not long before he increased ‘the 
business to include the packink of citrus 
and Southland products to include pre- 
served deciduous fruits, apricots, peaches 
and figs. Then ripe olives were added 
to the list and finally, just recently 
candied citrus fruits were added. . The 
full list includes honey, fresh dates 
packed and sealed into boxes or jars in 
Imperial Valley and sent up, jams, black- 
berry and loganberry, preserved nectarines 
or peaches and nectarines 
berries and other fruits. 

Citrus fruits include even. orange jelly 
besides the orange and lemon marmalade,

It is the process that .is. so faseivation. 
however, and the lovely color, of thectruit

The best of fruits are bought for the 
slassed and tinned products and cooked in 
the big shining kitchen that occupies most 
of the first floor of the factory on the 
boulevard. Various revolving tables and 
Sugar bins hidden in the wall make the 
place easy to work in and easy to clean 
with the hot water which is always at 
hand. All the actual canning is done by 
various machines which seal the jars and 
do most of the 
direction. 

After the fruit is ready for shipping 
it is lowered into the basement where it 
is stored in various rooms separated from 
each other by cement petitions to prevent 
the possible spread of fire. There it stays 
until grocers and individuals in the east 
who are fortunate 
the, output of the 
manufactury ask that it be sent east. 

Candies from citrus fruit are one of 
the most pleasurable parts of the work 
from the standpoint of the consumer, 

They are made of the ‘peel candied 
as everyone likes it, and also dipped in 
Sweet chocolate in a most delicious combi- 
nation, This invention may be only the 
first in the field of new varieties of 
sweets which California fruits will make.

The doors of California are to be 
swung wide and a welcome extended 
to every tourist who wishes to bask 
in its sunshine and enjoy its flow- 
ers, according to Will H. Marsh, Di- 
rector of the Division of Motor Veh- 
icles. 

The system of compelling those 
who enter California’s borders to sub- 
mit their cars to officers of the de- 
partment for immediate engine in- 
spection is to be abandoned. Resi- 
dents of other states entering Cali- 
fornia will be asked to register their 
machines and will be granted an em- 
blem from the State of Catifornia 
showing such registration, upon prop- 
er identification. Until they desire 
to register their machine under the 
laws of California or transfer it to a 
resident of the state, engine inspec- 
tion will not be demanded.
